Letters and Telegrams That Passed Between Finance Department and the 
Manager ot the’Farmers’ Bank Are Brought Down in Commons- 


Mr. Travers Said He Had Assets to Cover Everything. 


Ottawa, Feb. 3—A voluminous re 
turn was preseyived to Parliament yes- 
terday by Mr. Fielding at the Tequest 
of Mr. Foster, composed of correspon. 
dence which reached the Finance De- 
partment relating to the transactions 
of the Farmers’ Bank. The return re- 
fers to the warnings given us to the 
methods adopted in organizing the in- 
stitution, The later letters deal with 
Various transactions of the bank. 

On Oct. 8, 1906, Leighton MeCarthy 
wrote to Mr. Fielding that a number 
of subscribers te the shares of the 
Farmers’ Bank would dispute the 
bona. fide character of the subscrip- 
tions. “Grave conditions have aris- 
en,” he said, “which require careful 
consideration before the Treasury 
Board grants any certificate for the 
organization of this bank.” In @ sub- 
sequent letter dated Oct. 19, Mr. Me- 
Carthy again wrote the Minister of 
Finance, formally asking that the 
Treasury Board stay any action on 
the apptication of the Farmers’ Bank 
for a certificate. 

To this Mr. T. C. Boville, Deputy 
Minister of Finance, replied that when 
the application was made by the 
Farmers’ Bank for a certificate, the 
Tepresentations made in Mr. Me- 
Carthy’s letter would be laid before 
the Treasury Board. On Oct. 31, how- 
ever, Mr. Boville again wrote to Mr. 
McCarthy, asking whether ae latter 
still wished the protest contained in 
his letters brought before the Treas. 
ury Board. Mr. McCarthy replied 
that his cliesit’s claim had been set- 
tled by the transfer of their stock to 
perties interest¢d in the Sank, the re- 
tur of their money and of the notes 
which they had signed. “The objec- 
tions which I made on their behalf 
to the issue of the certificates are 
therefore withdrawn,” he concluded.

Fielding wrote on Nov. 30 to 
Mr. Travers, stating that in a prev- 
ious case there had been an evasion 
of the intention of the Bank Act, and 
that subscribers for stock -had given 
their notes instead of paying in cash. 
He asked for an assurance that noth- 
ing of this kind had taken place in 
connection with subscriptions for 
“stock of the Farmers’ Bank. Mr. 
Travers replied: “I have to say in 
that in-the case of the Farmers’ Bank 
of Canada the provisional directors 
did not raise money in the way men- 
tioned by you.” 

This statement was apparently ac- 
cepted as true, for a certificate was 
issued to the bank on Nov. 30, $245,- 
000 was returned to the bank, and 
the remaining $5,000-of the deposit 
was placed to the credit of the bank 
in the circulation redemption fund. 

On the very day that tho certificate 
was issued, Sir Edward 8. Clouston, 
proerient of the Canadian Bankers’ 

ssociation, wrote to Mr. Boville stat- 
ing he had reason to believe that the 
money lodged at Ottawa as stock sub-

TO WHICH CLASS DO YOU BELONG? 

To which class do you belong Mr. Belleville 
man? Are you adesirable or an undesirable citizen? 
We did uot write the following remarks. They 
are from’ an editorial in the Pittsburg Post. Bat 

they express our sentiments beautifully. Read 
every Word and then quastion yourself criticaliy, 
honestly, and unzparingly and see if you can 
qualify for the desirable class. If your innermost 
conscience tells you nay, ther change your meth- 

odt, Right about turn. 

Here is whstthe Post has to say.: Consider- 
able hae been ssid in recent years about “undesirable 
citizens.” This phase has boen applied not only 
to the ordinary criminal and the vicious classes, but 
also tothose persons who by ths use of unfair and 
‘practically, though perhaps not legally, dishonest 
means, have acquired enormous weaith and great 
power. - However, there are many undesirable 
citizens who do not coma in either of thesecategories. 
There are for instance, those persons, and upfortun- 
Stely this community posesses entirely too many of 
“this class, who are uniformly and unreasonably pes- 
simistic regarding every effort made to advance the 
interest of the city and its people. Whenever any 
new project is droached the accomplisment of which 
would not only greatly benefit the community, bui 
which is absolutely needed to maintain and increase 
its prosperity, these individuals at once dec'are 
either that it is not needed or that it is not feasible 
: , Their action is guided either by absolute ignorance, 
Bs which refuses avy opportunity offered for its en- 

: lightenment, or by sn unreasonable and malicious 
Bi prejudice founded upon imagined or real persona! 
‘% grievances against the persons responsible fur sug- 
i: b gesting the project. The benefits and tha feasibility 
es uf the latter may te thoroughly appareat to all 
Be” intelligent or right think'ng citizens who devote 
a any real censideration to the subject, but thes: un- 
i 4 desirable citizens continue to make themeelves odious 
5 and ridiculous by persisting in a futile opposition 
tothe inevitable. When the projects tu which they 
obje:t become a reality and the entire eqpmunity 
rejoices because of the great benefits conferred by 
them, this same c’ass of undesirable citizens are often 
; , fourd declaring that it was due largely to them that 
sicecss was achieved: 

Fhero is anether class of tindesirable citizens, 
whe ao doubt would, however, strongly resent the 

being applied to them, who maintain that 
gett in themselves the entire virtue of 
the com ty. They advocate reforms and im- 
provemeats, butthese must be such for which they 
are sponsors or of which the entire management is 
entrusted to them. They can see no merit in equally 
good and important reforms which are championed 
by others not of their select class and who refuse 
to ask their advice and assietance, This elect class 
will even go ao faras to oppose improvements and 
reforms which they really believe in, simply because 
people whom they do not like are their main cham- 
pions 

Singular as it may seem, these two classes of 
undesirable citizens often actually work together 
as far as tho effect ef their work is concerned, in 
retarding the improvement and increased prosperity 
of the community. The people who say nothing 
good can be accomplished, aud the others who 
opposs or refuse to co-operate in the accomplishment 
of any good for which taey cannot claim the credit 
alike stand in the way of a community’s progress. 
They dre in fact, undesirable citizens. 

The desirable citizen welcomes every suggestion 
for the improvement of a community, He investi- 
gates carefully and fairly every project purporting

The fire left 
nothing but the bare trucks und 
wheels, and a riass of twisted iron 
and charred ruin.

Now, the distance from’ the 
earth to the sfin Is about 92,000,000 ~ 
miles, and lNgbt traveling from the 
solar luminary comes to us at the rate 
of 186,700 miles a second In vacuo. It 
traverses this distance in eight and a 
quarter minutes, but a railway traiz 
proceeding a$ sixty miles an hour 
would take 1J5 years to cover the dis- 
tance the sun. The circumference 
| of the ellipse forming the orbit of the 
earth around the sun fs about 577.7600,- 
000 miles in length, and tbe earth cov- 
ers this distance In 36544 days, trarel- 
ing at the rate of 65,910 wiles an hout 
or 1,098 miles a miuute, or nearly 1,100 
times. as fast as a train golng at a 
mile a minute. It is therefore clear 
that a train proceeding at this speed 
would require nearly 1.100 years to ac- 
complish the journey aroand the 
earth's orbit.—London Tit-Bits.

Measure Provide For a Commission 
to Decide Which Elevators Are

Ottawa, Fe-. 8.—Sir Richard Cur:- 
wright, in the Senate. yesterday, in- 
uced the bill in respect to term- 
inal. ¢levators- and the. inspection of 
grain ‘in ~general.~ which is based 
upon an agreement arrived at between 
the executives of the Western Farm- 
era’ Associations and the Govern- 
ment. The chief provision cf the bil. 
is one for the appointment of on fn- 
dependent commussion of three, a 
chairman and two associate commis- 
sioners, who will have the same ex- 
tensive jurisdiction cver the (rani 
portation inspection and storage of 
gtain that the Railway Board fas over 
the railwnys of ‘the country. The 
messuce fs a bulky affair, ps jt in- 
cludes all the provisions of the Mani- 
toba Act, and the Inspection Act, 
which. it is proposed.to continue it 
force. It was given a fifst reading. 

Jn the course of his explanation, 
Sir Richard Cartwright said that the 
grain commission would have power 
to investigate and control all ques- 
tiotis relating to the transportation, 
inspection an! storage of grain, and 
will have authority to weigh and ex- 
antine grain whenever they desire to 
do 30. They will also have power to 
declare which are terminal elevators, 
and, in fact, may so designate any 
elevator, With the assent of the Gov- 
ernment, and an appropriation being 
made for the purpose by Parliament, 
the commissioners will have authority 
to acquire by lease, purchase or ex- 
propriaticn, any elevator, or they may 
construct new clevators. They are 
given authority to engage experts and 
the necessary staff, and are directed 
by the bill to create inspection divi- 
sions as they see fit. The board is 
given author:‘y to make rules and 
regulations respecting grain without 
the counsel .- the Government being 
required. 

The commissioners will hold office 
for ten years, and will be required to 
live at Port Arthur or Fort William. 

Drastic penalties ate provided for 
offences against the act, such as mix- 
ing grain in terminal elevators, the 
minimum penalty in such cases being 
a fine of $5,000. When corporations 
are found guiity «their—officers are 
made subject to penalties. Elevators 
where offences are committed are li- 
able to;have their licenses revoked for 
a year, in addition’ to their penalties.

At the beginning of 
the year it was estimated that dur- 
ing the immigration season _ 130,000 
setilers would cross the international 
boundary line into Canada.

Toronto, Feb, 9.—Sir James 
ney introduced three bills at u 
turio Legislature yesterday afte 
txo of especial interest to Is 
ganizations. The Prime Minis: 
given the question of accilents cau-- 
ed by defective seuffol oh 
attention, and while in gland hest 
summer was a close observer of te 
methods for the protection of work- 
men. 

One of his bills yesterday related te 
the protection of scnffolding. Sir 
James stated that after its second 
reading it would go to a special com 
mittee, before which employes and 
labor bodies will Lave an opportunity 
to discuss its provisions. 

The other bill, which will be wel- 
comed by labor crganizations, moved 
by the Premier, provides that in fa 
ture all laundries, including those 
run by Chinese, shall be open to in- 
spection by the regular Factory Act 
inspectors. 

W. H. Hoyte’s bill to amend the 
Voters’ Lists Act, gave rise to animat- 
«d discussion, It contains two clauses. 
The first clause appeared to meet with 
approval. It provides that “the clerk 
shall forthwith, after posting up the 
list of appeals, deliver or transmit by 
} post by registered Ictter, one copy of 
\the ‘list to each of the persons de- 
| scribed in section 2,” i.e., the official 
persons to whom ten copies of the 
voters’ lists have to be sent.

air in horrified condemnation of the “‘grafters’’ 
and ‘‘conspirators’?’ who bought some vacant 
lots and afterwards sold them for a small profit. 
In Toronto on Tuesday he arose in his place in 
the house to defend a transaction in vacant lots 
alongside of which the Belleville proposition 
fades into utter insignificance. 

The Gillies limit at Cobalt was heralded by 
the government of Sir James Whitney in 1909 as 
one of the. great resources to be kept and deve- 
loped for the people. Then we find the govern- 
ment a short time after advertising the property 
in a few papers of small circulation and only six 
months later our much vaunted {treasure was 
shamefully sacrificed. One purchaser secured 
twenty acres for $10500, and less than four 
months afterwards he sold the same lot for 
$330,000 at a loss to the province according to 
Mr. Johnson’s system of accounting of $319.500. 
Mr. Sam Clarke the member for Northumberland. 
exposed in scathing terms this reckless waste of 
the people’s resources, but the member for West 
Hastings Immediately followed and attempted a 
defence ef this criminal mismanagement.

In his speech on Tuesday 
Mr. Johnson sprang tothe defence of the old 
flag which he feared was in dire jeopardy just be- 
cause Canadians were proposing to sell a few 
more farm products to the people of the United 
States. Do these changes of principle look more 
like the shifting of the View-point of a sincere 
man, or the devices of a political opportunist at- 
tempting to trim his sails to the latest popular 
breeze ?

He invested ouery, year 
not less—usually more—than $1.200 in chari 
50 secretly, so inoffensively and so honestly 
that he was neversuspected of being a philan- 
thropist, and never praised for his generosity. 
“He pensioned an old outcast woman in 
Barton County and an old soldier in Nash- 
ville. Hesent two little negro boys to school 
and supported for three years a: family of 
five who could not support themselves. He 
contributed anonymously to every charity in 
Nashville, every old maid interested in a 
benevolent object received his aid, every 
child he knew exacted and received penny 
tolls from his tenderness. He supported the 
heart of every man who confided in him 
with encouragement.”*

HOW TO 


While all homemakers take genuine 
pride in the handsome appearance of 
their table silver, many find the care 
of it a burden and give themselves an 
unnecessary amount of labor over it. 
The weekly cleaning. which is a bug- 
bear to many housewives, is not only 
needless, but a real harm, since con- 
stant scouring will soon wear off gil- 
yer plate and has an appreciable ef- 
Yect even upon solid silver. To mvoid 
this it is- hoped that the following 
hints may prove helpful to some 
housekeepers: 

Silver in beend use should be wash- 
ible after leaving 
immediately after 
the glasses in thes rocess of dishwazh- 
ing. After a preliminary rinsing to 
remove loose food lay aside any stain- 
ed pieces for future care and immerze 
the rest in a pan of clean, hot soapy 
water. Wash such pieces as need it 
with a soft cloth and place them all! 
in another pan of hot water to which 
au tablespoonful of ammonia and a 
dash of soap have been added. Wipe 
the pieces directly from this water 
without draining them. Plenty of dry, 
soft towels are required. Follow this 
by a rub with chamois skin or soft 
flannel, rubbing briskly, but not heav- 
ily enough to bend the handles. 

‘Take the stained pieces next. Exg 
stains are removed with wet salt, oth- 
ers with whiting moistened with alco- 
hol or ammonia, After all stains have 
been removed wash and polish pieces 
as above. Two coarse, wide-mouthed 
pitchers will be found a soaseuents 
in washing silver. Soap should never 
be rubbed directly on the silver, but 
a strong suds should bo made with 
the soap shaker. This program may 
seem somewhat elaborate at first, but 
if persisted in its easily becomes a 
habit, and the result is much more 
than worth the trouble. 

For the grand cleaning choose a 
clear, dry-day. Provide yourself with 
a convenient table covered with oil- 
cloth or papers, Have whiting, sifted 
three times, in a dish before you, a 
small bottle of alcohol, one pA am- 
monin, a “soft brush, flannel and cot- 
ton rags, chamois skin and plenty of 
lissue paper. 

Begin with the small pieces and sep- 
arate the sets. For the most part a 
rub with a cloth dipped first in alco- 
hol, then in whiting, will be all that 

is needed to clean, but if the article: 
ate much stained make a paste of the 
ting and alcohol arid apply thick- 
sy. allowing it to dry on. After thi- 
cleaning rub all the articles first with 
ol.-flannel, then with chamois, using 
the brush to remove the whiting from 
the ornamental work. In case there 
are obstinate stains which do not yieal 
to this treatment a competent author. 
tty advises touching them with oxalic 
acid, washing it off immediately an: 
then rubbing again with the wiitins 
and alcohol. Oxalic acid is a poison, 
amd all due precautions must. be ob- 
served in its use. If the spot looks 
dull after the acid has been used rub 
it hard with a flanne] rag moistened 
with sweet oi] and dry whiting. 

After everything is shining and clean 
all that which ig not in daily u-e 
should be put away in canton flannel 
b-3s, each containing a small bit of 
csinphor gum. It is an added protec- 
tion also if each piece is previousiy 
well wrapped in white tissue paper. 
Paraffin paper is excellent for wrap- 
ping, as it helps to exclude gas, which 
is the greatest household agent, either 
coal or illuminating gas, in tarnishing 
silver. 

This thorough cleaning shouid not 
have to be done often than once or 
twice a year-if the pieces to be put 
away are properly protected and the 
daily care outlined above is bestowed | 
upon all the a articles in daily use.

A TIGER HUNT. |

eye keeps wandering to the flock of 
ewes upon the hill, and ever and 
again, when they become too scattered 
fer his liking, he waves his hand to 
thesr four-footed keeper to round 
them up. The dog obeys instantly, 
aud having done what is required of 
bim sinks down once more upon the 
velvet turf to doze with one eye open 
until his services are next required. 
4 break in the monotony of the shep- 
herd’s day arrives at noon, when his 
dinner is brought down to him from 
the cottage on the hill, Generally 
speaking, it is his daughter who comes 
with her father’s: midday meal, and 
the a. rance of her white apron on 
the hillside is the signal for the shep- 
herd to straighten his back from toil 
and don his big blue cloak. 

Then he sapere to the hut by the 
corner of the fold, and seating himself 
on a bundle ef sacks, stirs the coals 
of the tiny stove-into a blaze. His 
meal does not take him long, and the 
girl waits while her father empties 
the steaming bowl. Then, taking the 
veasel from him, and bidding him be 
home in time for tea, the girl starts 
back again up the steep hillside, or 
ing as the goes. The shepherd fills 
and lights his pipe, and shouldering 
his crook, sets off to join his flock. 
He spends an hour walking round 
about and in among the black-facel 
ewes, sometimes passing his crook 
round the leg of one to examine it, 
paring the ill-grown hoof of one and 
cutting off a piece of matted wool 
from another. Then, as the watery 
sun begins to cast long shadows from 
the hilltops, he begins to drive the 
sheep down into the valley, and has 
them all safely hurdled by the time 
that dusk creeps on. For some weeks 
to come the shepherd and his dog will 
share the full responsibility of the 
flock, but presently, as the days grows 
longer, extra help will be needed to 
make ready for the coming of the 
Iambs. It is then that the real work 
of the year begins, and days will be 
spent in the thatching hurdles and 
building separate pens all round the 
big strawed enclosure by the . barn. 
Soon afterwards the erstwhile peace- 
ful and contented flock will be trans- 
formed into a noisy assemblage of 
anxious mothers and complaining off- 
spring. All day long, from morning 
antil night, the valley will be filled 
with a mutitude of voices pitched in 
every key, and the shepherd, or one 
of his assistants, will need to be in 
constant attendance. 

During this long and anxious period 
the shepherd never goes home to his 
family for more than an hour or two 
at a time. Most of his meals are 
taken at his hut, and all his nights 
are spent there for three months on 
end. His sleep he takes in snatches 
during the daytime, never trusting 
anyone but himself to look after the 
flock by night. It is a hard and try- 
ing time, and the shepherd confesses 
that he is always glad when the lamb- 
ing season js over. But what the 
shepherd dreads most of all is ‘a 
heavy and sudden fall of snow, especi- 
ally in the night. When that ap- 
pens it is a case of all hands to tho 
tescuc, and incessant toil is necessary 
to keep the snow from drifting into 
the pens.

FIRST TYPEWRITER. 


't Was 2 Clumsy Machine and Prao- 
tically Useless, 

Most persons will be surprised to 
learn that the typewriting machine is 
not, as they imagine, a distinctly mod- 
ern invention. So long ago as,1714 a 
patent was taken out In England by 
Henry Mill for “a machine for im- 
pressing letters singly and progress! ve- 
ly as ln writing, whereby all writings 
may be engrossed in paper so exact as 
aot to be distinguished from print.” 

His machine was, however, a clumsy 
one and practically uscless. It was 
not until over a century later (1829) 
that anything more In this line was 
attempted. 
typewriter, called a “typographer,” was 
patented by W. A. Burt. 

In 1823 a machine was produced in 
France having a separate. key lever 
for each letter, and between the years 
1840 and 1860 Sir Churles Whetstone 
invented several machines which ure 
now preserved in the South Kensing- 
ton couseum, London. 
vin 1873 C. L. Sholes, an American, 
after Sve or six years’ work, succeed- 
ed {in producing a machine sufficiently 
perfect to warrant extensive manw 
facture. He interested a firm of gun 
mshufacturers in it, and in 1874 the 
Orst model of the modern typewriter 
was put upon the market.—Cincinnatl 
Commercial Tribune.

In order to 
make this process possible by night as 
well as by day a luminous pilot bal- 
loon has been introduced by 8, Paul 
of Aix-la-Chapelle. An electric lamp 
1s installed inside the balloon, being 
fed by a small battery suspended be- 
neath, The transparent envelope is 
red, an arrangement that makes it 
easy to distinguish the balloon from 
the stars when it reaches o great al- 
titude. To facilitate the recovery of 
the balloon an automatic valve is pro-~ 
vided, which opens at a predetermined 
altitude and allows the apparatus to 
fall to the ground.—Sclentific Amer- 
ican. 


The Lips in Cold Weather. 

The lipa are sensitive in cold weath- 
er on account of the extremes of tem- 
perature to which they are exposed, 
the warm breath from witbin and the 
frosty alr without, as well as on ac-. 
count of the thin membrane which 
covers them. 

A beallng ip salve is made of sweet. 
off one ounce, white wax one ounce, 
spermaceti one dram. Put In a pleco 
of alkanet root to color it while melt- 
ing. Strain and add a few drops of 


perfume. 

When the abrupt and annoying little 
eruptions commonly called “cold sores” 
appear, if touched frequently at the 
very beginning with spirits of cam- 
phor or powdered alum they will of- 
ten dry up and disappear. Sometimes 
a mixture consisting of one teaspoon- 
ful of glycerin and Gre drops of car- 
bolic acid 1s efficacious. They usually 
result from some digestive derange- 
ment.—Family Doctor.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 





THE USELESSNESS OF WOMAN 


Have you stopped lately to consider how 
intrinsically useless and almost purely orunamen- 
tal the twentieth century woman has} become ? 
Time was when the feminine sex wrought with 
their hands, earned their bread by their sweat of 
their brows, and formed an important part of the 
industrial economy. But customs and character- 
istics like these belong.toa bygone age. The 
onward march of civilisation has served to fplace 
the fair.one upon a pedestal, where may be adm- 
ired and worshipped, but where she is really no 
more an essential than was the mythical goddess 
of our heathen ancestors. The higher the type 
Of civilisation the loftier the pedestal has become 
and the more inconsequential its occupant.

We are nat to say old, but we areold enough 
to remember when things were not so. The 
house-wife, the mother, the daughter of our early 
boyhood days was entirely different. This was 
before the era of race-suicide. and familiesoften 
gr, twelve or even fifteen were by no means un- 
common. To feed, and clothe, and care for these 
would alone make a task huge enough to appal 
the lady of the year of grace 1911. But if we 
were to add to those duties a few little extras such 
as milking half-a-dozen cows before breakfast 
time, taking care of milk, churning, baking ten 
or a dozen loaves of bread, spinning yarn, 
weaving flannel and homespun, knitting stock- 
ings and mittens, making maple sugar, helping 
at planting season and grain harvest in thefields, 
assisting at apple gathering, boiling soap, weed- 
ing in the garden, washing and ironing for the 
family, making suits of clothes, overcoats, and 
underwear, preparing three mealsa day, picking 
berries, making preserves, cider apple sauce, and 
sauer kraut, piecing quilts, manufacturing rag 
carpets, tending the poultry, looking aftera cross 
baby and other multifarious cares and ‘minor 
duties which we can describe only: by taking 
refuge in the auctioneer’s phrase “‘too ‘munerous 
to mention,’’—if, we repeat, these little activities 
were to be added to the regular daily grind, how 
do you think our new woman of the twentieth 
century would perform as she faced the contract ? 

The list of duties we have recorded above is 
no fanciful one. We remember well a few dear 
old mothers and grand mothers back in Hunting- 
don who used to all these things and they still 
had time to attend quilting bees, to visit a sick 
neighbor, to go to Wednesday night prayer meet- 
ing, to teach a class in Sunday school, and to in- 
struct.their children in Bible history and the way 
of right living. 

The daily routine practiced by the proneer 
housewife did not leave much leisure time for 
playing pianos, for painting on silk, for knitting 
doylies, for studying The Delineator, for reading 
Browning, for attending bridge parties, five-o’clock 
teas, or woman’s suffrage demonstrations. But 
it left us a héritage, not merely of material 

~ gain, but the richer possession that comes from 
having seen opportunities’ grasped, obstacles 
surmounted and lives well lived.

How does the fair one of the present genera- 
tion compare with her strenuous ancestor? The 
new woman has suggested her inability to Jaun- 
der and iron her lord’slinen. The washing and 
ironing are now done atthe publiclaundry. The 
new woman Knows no more about the baking of 
bread than a local preacher knows about preach- 
ing. The bake-shop has assumed almost entire 
control of the manufacture of the ‘‘staff of life’ 
and is fast taking the making of pies and cakes. 
Spinning and weaving and knitting, as far as 
the home is concerned, are lost arts. A suit of 
homespun is more of a curiosity than an Indian’s 
outfit of buckskin. Home-made suits of clothes 
_ and dresses have been replaced by the tailor- 
made article, The cooking oi meats and the 
preserving of fruits aré rapidly giving way to

In our larger cities we have not only ready- 
made clothes, but ready-made meals. Full- 
course meals can now be sent into any one’s 
home at a moment’s notice.

Look in what direction we may, we see. the 
extent of the modern woman’s usefulness in the 


‘home gradually being confined and curtailed. 


She has entered upon a sort of butterfly existence 
where her sole mission is to seek personal 
pleasure and to look sweet. Her round of duties 
is becoming day by day more purely esthetic and 
ornamental. 


° ° ° ° 


The reason for these great changes is not 
far to seek. The fact is that the twentieth cen- 
tury woman has been weighed in the great test 
scale of efficiency and has been found wanting. 
It has been ascertained after a few years of aim- 
less floundering and experimenting that practic- 
ally all the work that the new woman has been 
doing so indifferently in the home can be far 
more economically, uniformly and successfully 
carried out in the public workshop. These 
movements have been indicated by the rise and 
success of the modern laundry, the bakery, the 
creamery, the woolen mill, the knitting factory, 
the clothing factory and so forth. 

It is true that the female population has 
largely gone out to work in these establishments 
but almost invariably it has been ina subordinate 
capacity. Practically without exception where 
you find a business of any importance you will 
find a male superintendent. 

Even in the kitehens of our larger hotels and 
restaurants the head cook or chef is sure to be of 
the masculine gender. It has been ascertained 
in practice that woman is lacking in thorough- 
ness,in the capacity for mastering details, and 
in the administrative ability essential to the 
management of great enterprises.

It is reireshing to note that for one branch of 
activity our sisters have shown marked adapt- 
ability. That is in nursing the sick. A hundred 
years ago, Sir Walter Scott thus apostrophised 
woman :— ; 


““O woman in our hours of ease, 
Uncertainn, coy, and hard to please, 
And variable as the shade, 
By the light quivering aspen made, 
When pain and anguish wring the brow, 
‘A ministering angel thou !” 


What was true a century ago is still true 
today. When sickness somes to the home 
woman is truly a ministering angel. 

Viewing the whole question in a dispassionate 
way, we would not like to state that man has 
yet arrived at that position where he can afford 
to banish woman from theearth. With Artemus 
Ward we would state that she is still “‘rayther a 
necessary partof the population.”” With all her 
faults we love the dear creature still. Nor can 
we say that we would be willing to exchange 
her for her more practical and business-like 
grandmother.

OUR BROKEN-DOWN EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM.

Nearly one-half of the rural schools Ontario are 
now in the hands of teachers not properly qualified, 
This lamentable condition exists in spite of the 
fact that salaries have in many instances been 
increased by one hundred per cent. The 
Governmext,has done away with the model schools 
and made it impossible for any buts select few, of 
the wealthiest . class to obtain a proper 
certificate of qualification. The department 
hss by its short-sighted policy brought about a 
Condition that it is now helpless to remedy except by 
sending out of the country. Why are our own 
young men and women of limited means not given a 
chance, instead of bringing outsiders into the 
province to compete with eur own and force down 
sa'aries? What has Mr. Johuson got to say?

An agent de change (Paris stock- 
broker) can under the rule of the code 
of commerce never be adjudged bank- 
rupt pure and simple, his {nsolrency 
always involving more or less criminal 
the absence of 
fraud the penalty is hard labor for a 
term, but in case of fraud the punish- 
ment is no less than hard labor for 
life. The public, however, never suf- 
fers from the Insolvency of an agent 
de change, because his abilities, no 
matter what they amount to, are al- 
ways taken care of and liquidated to 
full by the other members of the cor- 
poration, who contribute obligatorilz 
each year to a sort of insurance fund 
or reserve for this purpose. Besides, 
each of them must before being ap- 
Pointed make a deposit of 250,000 of | ho 
800,000 francs at the treasury, which 
allows them an Interest of 244 per cent. 

An agent de change, according to 
section 85 of the code of commerce, 
must not transact any commercial or 
banking business for his own account. 
He must have no financial interest In 
any commercial enterprise, whether in 
his own name or under an assumed 
name, He cannot even receive pay- 
ment or settle any account on behalf 
of his clients. The penalty for the 
violation of this rule may be a fine of 
3,000 francs and eventually the dis-

TELEGRAPH STRIKE 


THE MEN ARE DISSATISFIED 


‘The Operators Declure That Thelr 
Petition For An Increase In Salary 
Was Answered by the Dismissal of 
All Who Would Not Sign a State- 
ment That They Were Pleased 
With Present Conditions., 
Toronto, Feb. 18—For the third 
time ‘in seven years is the Great 
Northwestern Telegraph Co. threaten- 
ed with a strike of its operators. From 


the present temper of the men and 
the uncompromising attitude assumed 


by the company, there seems litte! 


doubt but that the trouble will at least 
teach the point of an appeal for the 
appointment of a board of concilia- 
tion under the provisions of the Lem- 
jeux Act. 

International President S. J. Kon- 
enkamp of th: Commercial Telegraph- 
ers’ Union of America, arrived in the 
city from Chicago yesterday evening. 
to take charge of the situation. While 
there was no question, he said of un- 
jon recognition in the dispute, the 
union would render the committee ap- 
pointed by the men every support 
possible in their fight for a reason- 
able salary schedule. 

While ‘the trouble has come to ao 
head in Toronto, three dismissals fol- 
lowing the presefitation of a new ache- 
duls, he pointed out that the entire 
staff of operators, from Winnipeg to 
the Atlantic coast, would be affected 
by any action that might be taken. 

Twenty-five men have been dis. 
charged by the Great Northwestern 
Telegraph Co. since Jan. 1 as a result 
of a campaign among the telegraphers 


‘of that company which had for its 


purpose higher wages. Telegraphers’ 
wages have not generally kept pace 
with the times and the minimum sal- 
ary remains at $25 per month, with a 


maximum of $70 with the G.N.W,, |

tions and finally by organizing. 
A new schedule of wages, atkiog for

ESSEN’S BAKERY. 


Said to Be the Largest *Breadmaking 
Bites es ‘Céncern ‘In the World. 

The largest ‘bakery in the world is 
Jocated In Essen, Prussia, the home of 
the great Krupp gun factory. It is 2 
vast building, in which seventy work- 
men, divided into two shifts, work 
night and day. Everything is done by 
machinery, says the London Post. A 
screw turns unceasingly -n-kneading 
trough, into which are poured some 
water and ten sacks of fiour of 200 
pounds each. 

This machine makes about 40,000 
pounds of bread each day, in the shape 
of 25,000 small Joaves and 25,000 large 
loaves, produced by 230 sacks of flour 
of 200 pounds each. All the operations 
ot’ breadmaking are performed in this 
eolossal bakery. The wheat arrives 
there, is cleaned, ground and brought 
automatically to the kneading trough 
by a series of ‘rising and descending 
Pipes. 

There are thirty-six double ovens, 
and the workmen who watch over the 
baking of the bread earn from 8 to 
10 cents an hour, making an average 
of 00 cents a day for eleven hours 
on duty. They have coffee ard bread 
free; also the use.of a bathroom, for 
they are required to keep themselves 
spotlessly clean and must wash their 
hands elght times a day.

toward us. The United States they say, could 
at any time replace these duties and if they did 
so after out trade had established channels across 
the border, it would so derange things that the 
United States could demand an extension of the 
reciprocity agreement to manufacturers. ‘This is 
is a curiously involved process of reasoning. It 
shows, if we are to accept it, that we are abso- 
lutely at the mercy of our neighbors whatever 
we do. We cannot possibly prevent them remov- 
ing their duties on our products, Indeed, one of 
the protectionist arguments has been that they 
would certainly have had to do so to satisfy their 
own people. Nor could we prevent them putting 
them on again, as they did once before, in order 
to whip us into annexation. It did not have that 
effect then, but the opposite, and would have the 
same again. The manufacturers are, however, 
quite right in looking forward to the extension of 
the process of the reduction of duties. It will not 
come from the United States except by example 
but from our own plain people, who, like those 
of the United States, are more and more asking 
themselves why things should be made dearer 
to them in the name of national prosperity, 
and reasoning well that if they were better off 
the nation would be more properous. That is 
the real trouble with the beneficiaries of-privilege.

HOW TO HAVE WINTER EGGS. 
Make Hens Comfortable and 


av ioes ee gi pee 
+ \ Chicken? Hotise- Clean: 4: Ke 


One great essential in getting win- 
ter eggs is to make the’ hens entirely 
comfortable. The first thing to do ie 
to get busy now and clean out th- 
house thoroughly. Remove every use- 
less article.und leave the floors €n- 
Urely free from anything that wi.t 
obstruct their free use a3 a setatchins 
place. Clean down the walls, spray 
thoroughly, remove every bit of liter 
from the floor, and if it is a Wirt 
floor take out at least a couple of 
inches of the old dirt, which should 
be replaced, with clean loam. 

Make ready a corner in each pen 
that can be used as a dusting box. 
This can be kept supplied. with the 
flue siftings from hard. coal ashes 
and will much enjoyed by the 
whole flock. If it can be placed where 
the sun will shine on it so much the 
better. Do not close the windows 
until the weather gets real cold. Let 
there be one glass window for each 
pen of 10 by 12 or 16 feet and one 
muslin covered frame, with at least 
twelve square fect of surface for each 
pen. 

This may look like a cold proposi- 
tion, but it will be found the muslin 
does ‘not make the pen any colder 
than does the same amount of glass 
surface and at the same time gives a 
steady supply of fresh air. This mus. 
lin will help greatly in keeping the 
poultry house dry during the winter 
and will make it n-uch more comfort- 
able than a closely shut up house can 
ever be. 

For colder nights have a curtain of 
cheap sheeting ranning across the 
front of the roosting place. This does 
not need to fit tightly except at the 
top and may hang out some inches 
from the dropping boards, giving plen- 
ty of room for the fowls to pass to 
and from the roosts. On the very 
coldest of nights the roosting place 
will be found to be entirely comfort 
able, and in the morning the hens 
will come out ready to scratch and 
hustle for their breakfast. 

Above all things, be sure to keep a 
god six inches of perfectly dry straw 
on the floor for scratching material. 
There can be little comfort for the 
hen in scratching a pile of dirty, damp 
litter that has been on the floor for 
a month or more.

LENGTH OF SERMONS » 


There is still considerable diversity of usuage 
among ministers in regard -to the length of their 
sermons. Some say all they have to say in 
fifteen minutes, while others occasionally exceed 
the hour limit. Bishop Potter in a discourse re- 
cently delivered in New York declared that a 
Sermon should’ never exceed twenty minutes in 





length. The average sermon, we believe, would 


occupy rather more than half-an-hour. 

"This ‘we consider altogether ‘too long to be 
useful or effective. : Ministers universally com- 
plain of a falling off in church attendance and the 
decadence of religious: interest.:: These two con- 
ditions we are convinced are’ largely occasioned 
by. long, ‘tedious, | and \uninteresting sermons. 
We doubt ‘if. the forty-five-minute sermon was 
ever a success, but in the twentieth century it is 
as. much out of: place as the clumsy tools with 
which our grandfathers carried‘on agriculture. 
The modern business man has grown accustomed 
to shorthand and_ brevity and pointedness and 
labor and time-saving devices of every des- 
cription. “When therefore he goes to church on 
Sunday morning and sits down to: listen toa 
sermon were a slenderthread of reasoning, is 
lost in an ocean of verbosity, and when after the 
practical completion of the discourse ‘‘ just one 
thought more,’ and “finally”? and “in con- 
clusion’ and host of other clerical devices to tack 
a sermon onto the one already preached are 
superimposed to add torture to the already 
thoroughly tired listener, is it any wonder that 
the mind seeks relief in excursions of thought 
that are far removed in ‘subject from the homily 
to which it should be listening ?

millionaire. I would ratherbeborn poor than a 
millionaire, and | have had some experience in 
both directions. Have made forty-two or forty- 
three millions in my time, but I want to say 
that the only right.a man has to wealth lies in 
his acquiring it- by some useful labor. The 
great trouble with the wealth of today is that the 
sons of millionaires do not realize this necessity 
of being of use to the community.

estimated at $12,000,000. - 

The erection of the House practical- 
ty settles the question of fortification, 
for the sentiment in the Senate is said 
to be made than two to one in favor 
of protecting the Isthmian waterway 
by seacoast batteries. 

The real test in the House came on 
an amendment proposed by Represen- 
tative Downey of Minnesota, chairn.aa 
of the committee on appropriations. It 
provided that no part of the money 
set aside for fortifications should be 
used unti] the President of the United 
States had attempted to negotiate 
treaties with all of tho leading mari- 
time nations, guarantecing the new 
trality and international protection 
of the cana]. This was defeatet by a 
vote of 130 to 63, after a slashing 
speech against the amendment by Re- 

resentative Sherley of Kentucky, a 

emocrat. The appropriation was fin- 
ally carried by a vote of 123°to 81.
